Reflex Difficulties. 


JOHN FEARN, M. D., Oakland, Cal. 


During the last ten years, medical 
journals of the more progressive type, 
have literally teemed with articles on 
pain and suffering caused by wrongs 
indicated by the title of this article, 
and annual gatherings of medical 
men have been enlivened by papers 
and earnest debates, on these subjects; 
all trying to throw light on these 
enigmatical conditions, and each man 
pressing to the front with his own 
special plan to relieve these abnormal 
states. 

The study of this class of difficulties 
is no childs play, it takes much time, 
close application and considerable ex- 
perience to get at the basic lesion in 
these cases, and mind you this exper- 
ience is gained, not at one bound, nor 
often ata good many bounds. When 
you have worked ont the cause, and 
found the cure for one of these trying 
cases, it is in many instances but very 
little help, in finding cause and cure 
for the next obscure case—each case 
has its own peculiar basic lesion, that 
lesion must be discovered and removed 
or the diseased manifestation will still 
be perpetuated. 


Dr. Pratt of Chicago, has been won- 
derfully successful in elucidating the 
causes of suffering connected with 
sympathetic reflexes of the lower out- 
lets of the body, relieving a tightened 
sphincter, removing a cicatrical plug 
pressing upon terminal nerve fibres, in 
the cervix uteri, loosening up an ad- 
herent prepuce in the male, or the 
clitoris and hood in the female,zircum- 
cising a patient, any and all of these 
operations, so ably explained by Dr. 
Pratt, have made all the difference for 
thousands of sick people between a 
life of pain and early senility, yea and 
insanity, to a life of health, a rejuve- 
nated life, a sane life—all honor to 
Dr. Pratt. 

Now, in face of what has been done, 
can we wonder at the exorbitant 
claims put forth by some of Dr. Pratt’s 
followers—-not at all unlike the followers 
of Schussler, who see enough in twelve 


remedies for the cure of all complaints. 
‘Let us bear in mind that the remedies 


of Schussler, and the procedures of 
the orificialist, are each of them in 
their own spheres, valuable and suc- 
cessful means of combating disease 
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but if we do not always succeed with 
these means let us not blame them, 
but put on our thinking caps and look 
deeper that we may discover where we 
have been mistaken. 

But I did not begin this article with 
the idea of explaining all the physical 
suffering, and ‘all the nervous phe- 
nomena which are due to reflex wrongs, 
but to express my faith in what can be 
done for the relief of sufferers by these 
methods, and I will at this time append 
the history of three cases to illustrate 
my point: 

First,a boy about four years old 
was brought to me, pale, puny, coming 
of a tuberculosis father. But the 
trouble for which relief was wanted 
was bed-wetting. On examination 
found prepuce adherent, preputial 
opening very small; under chloroform 
the adhesions were broken up, and the 
boy circumcised. Result, no more 
bed-wetting, and improvement of gen- 
eral health, 

Second, another boy about same age, 
quite anszemic, very puny,and extremely 
nervous and excitable. HExamination 
revealed a case the facsimile of the 
one above. Adhesions were broken 
up, the boy circumcised. Result, the 
boy was much improved in general 
health, the nervousness and excitability 
giving way to normal conditions. 

Third, was one of the most remark- 
able cases of its kind I have ever 
witnessed, a child about three months 
old, pale, puny, nervous and restless, 
its little eyes seemed as though they 
were never atill, if it attempted to look 
at you the eyes would roll from side 
to side with great rapidity, so that its 
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look was idiotic. There seemed to be 
very little chance for either mind or 
body. I requested the child to be 
stripped, but when I saw the genitals 
I decided to look no farther—it was a 
case of phymosis, with a mere pin hole 
opening. I explained what needed to 
be done, but could give no hope as to 
the probable outcome. The child was 
circumcised, this was about eight 
months ago. I saw the child about 
one month ago, and a healthier, more 
rollicking babe it would be hard to 
find. The child began to improve 
right away and the improvement has 
been continuous ever since, to-day it is 


fat, rosy, eyes normal, and all together 


a healthy, normal child. These three 
cases are the results of the simplest 
kind of orificial surgery. The trouble 
in each case was reflex, the basic lesion 
in each case was at the lower outlet 
of the urinary tract, that lesion was 
removed and the diseased manifestation 
was gone. 

It is not many years ago since a 
physician who should connect those 
rolling eyes, idiot'c expression, and 
general lack of nutrition with wrongs 
of this outlet, would be considered to 
be a crank—and there are lots of phy- 
sicians to-day, who if you should pro- 
pose to remedy such wrongs by 
circumcision, they would laugh at your 
credulity and ignorance. 


I might have tabulated more com- 
plex cases, cases requiring more surgi- 
cal skill but I have purposely chosen 
these simple cases to show how easily 
surgical means will sometimes remove 
REFLEX DIFFIOULTIES. 
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A Dope Story.

For ways that are shady and devices 
that are successful the morphine 
habitue excels by far the native of the 
land of Li Hung Chang. Ee will do 
anything, say anything, resort to all 
subterfuges and prevarications in 
order to obtain the coveted drug so 
necessary to his dreams and illusions 
and without which life seems a barren 
desert waste.

It seems impossible for newspaper 
writers to make a correct statement for 
publication upon any subject pertain- 
ing to medicine or surgery. So well 
have I become acquainted with this 
fact that I hesitate to give them any 
information for publication, realizing 
that misrepresentation will almost cer- 
tainly follow. I do not ascribe this to 
malice, but to the fact that when a 
newapaper man tackles such a subject 
he is getting mixed with a problem be- 
yond his comprehension, and usually 
makes a bad matter of it; though of 
this fact he knows the public is as 
ignorant as himself. In Prof. Maclean’s 
case, for example, one of the leading 


dailies stated that though the Doctor 


was not seriously injured, a portion of 
his spine had been chipped off by the 
assassin’s bullet, when the fact was 
that the spine which should have been 
referred to was the spine of the scap- 
ula. But, to the average newspaper 
man a spine is the backbone, whether 
or no. 

A Sunday Call of recent date con- 
taines a somewhat sensational account 
of a case in which a patient of mine 
narrowly escaped death from poisining 
because my prescription ‘‘lacked a dot.” 
Before publishing the article the city 
editor called me up by telephone and 
asked me of the particulars, and I took 
care to explain matters fully, but he 
published an article which does! me 
gross injustice—and all,without doubt, 
with the best of intentions. Newspa- 


pers are the most cheerful murderers 


of human reputations possible, and yet 
they pose as public benefactors. 

The facts are that a man was brought 
fo me, by an old acquaintance, suffer- 
ing from the result of his own indis- 
cretions, and, among other things I 
precribed three grains of arseniate of 
quinia 3x, to be taken every three 
hours during the day. I neglected to 
charge him to take the prescription to 
my own druggist, and, within an hour, 
the patient telephoned that the drug- 
gist refused to fill it for the reason 
that it was poison. I instructed him 
to take the prescription to McDonnell’s 
pharmacy on Grant Avenue, as he 
could there have it filled properly, but 
instead he took it home and kept it 
with sinister intent. The gentleman 
who had brought him to me told me 
he was very indignant, and, in order 
to convince myself and him that there 
was no error on my part I ealled on 
him two days afterward, when in his 
neighborhood, and asked him to allow 
me to see the dreadful blunder I had 
made. I was morally certain that the 
prescription was all right, as I had, on 
another occasion, been through a sim- 
ilar experience. But he had been un- 
der the partial influence of John Bar- 
leycorn, and flatly refused to permit 
me to see it; and hinted so strongly at 
hostility that the idea of blackmail 
occured to me, and I left him to carry 
out his worst efforts, 

What I told the Call man was, that 
I intended to precribe the third dec- 
imal trituration of arseniate of quinia, 
one grain of which would represent 
about one-thousandth of a grain of 
the crude drug. ThatI possibly might 
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have left out the 3x, but would not be- 
lieve it unless permitted to see the 
prescription. The article states that 
I admitted my error, but took refuge 
behind the statement that no sensible 
phermacist would fill a prescription 
with so formidable an agent as crude 
arseniate of quinia. The latter part of 
the statement was true, but there was 
an “if” in it; and I did not admit that 
I had made a mistake, and would not 
until I had been permitted to see the 
prescription myself, or had the word 
of some druggist whose compétency I 
had proof of; for there are smart Alecs 
in San Francisco practicing pharmacy 
who do not know arseniate of quinia 
3x from arseniate of quinia crude. 


THE RIGHT SIDE OF THE CAR, 


BY THE AUTHOR OF Etidorhpa, (JOHN URI LLOYD.) 


An advance notice by ELLIOTT BARNES, 

At a first reading it was in some 
ways difficult, in others easy, to be- 
lieve that the author of ‘‘Etidorhpa” 
was also responsible for “The Right 
Side of the Car,”—this charming little 
story of the Northern Pacific Railway, 
the advance sheets of which I have 
read with a distinct pleasure. The 
books are so different ,—their aims and 
objects are entirely diverse, and yet 
one sees in each the same commenda- 
ble peculiarities of style, the same 
abundance of remarkable comparisons. 

There are but two characters in the 
little book,—a man in middle age, and 
a girl on the virge of womanhood,— 
but they are vivid with intensity of 
feeling; we not only see them as actors 
playing their parts with us upon the 


selfsame stage, but we know their 
thoughts, we see the world for the 
time being as it is mirrored in their 
eyes. 

Yet, after all, the story is hardly so 
much a story or a sketch as it is a 
painting, in which we feel the deep 
spiritual truth of the artist, see the 
color, the tone, the finish, and wonder 
at the power that produced it, Though 
unused to being moved by pen pict- 
ures, I am not ashamed of the emo- 
tions that arise within me from a read- 
ing of this little story—little in length 
only. 

The human heart has many keys, 
touching strings that vibrate from 
mirth to melancholy. It is a master 
mind that can press but one key, and 


sound notes which echo in the soul; 
which move the heart as if it were 


touched by an unseen hand. Thus 
acts the ‘“‘Right Side of the Car’’; there 
is in it a tenderness, a pathos, a fer- 
vency that clutch the heart strings and 
tighten the throat-bands and suffuse 
the eyes. 

But back of it all, back of the living 
realty of the man and the woman, back 
even of its spiritual truths, there is yet 
another object, and this is to adequate- 
ly describe Tacoma, America’s grand- 
est mountain; and who can say the 
subject is unworthy the most skilful 
pen? The art with which this is intro- 
duced is so unobtrusive, so subtle, 
that it is easily within the bounds of 
probability that it escape the attention 
of the ordinary reviewer. Yet once 
seen it becomes indelible, and the 
unique method by which it is intro- 
duced is not only decidedly artistic, 
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but at the same time eminently logical. 

Professor Lioyd holds true to scien- 
tific teachings, and Mount Tacoma is 
described in practically the same way 
as would be a new chemical compond, 
—that is to say, by comparison; and 
the author’s causing the highest con- 
ception of human purity, typified by 
the girl, to look upward to the moun- 
tain, was a most happy stroke. As a 
shadowy background, to make the 
light still brighter is the man thrown 
into gloomy conspicuity. This decided 
innovation in descriptive writing is al- 
most startling for its novelty, and the 
thought which chanced upon it was 
not many removes from genius. 

The readers of “Etidorpha” will give 
quick and cordial welcome to “The 
Right Side of the Car,’”’ this new book 
whose rare beauty, superb finish, ex- 
quisite delicacy, and poetic grace will 
unguestionably charm and delight 
every one of Professor Lioyd’s friends; 
and their name is legion.

Get There,”and “Saved by Antitoxin.” 

It all looks nice to the ignorant 
rabble, but to us, who know the mean- 
ing of our Anglo-Saxon-Norman Eng- 
lish and mixture of worse Latin and 
Greek jumble, there comes many a 
smile as there did to the Romans 
whose duty it was to paw over the 
guts of birds to foretell the future or 
divine mystery. And in all this craze 
for X-rays, antitoxin, cutting and 
slashing, and good grapes going to rot 
for fear of appendicitis, we are allow- 
ing good business to pass us by and 
the finger of scorn to be thrust at us. 

Have you time to look back at the 
past and consider the cures made by 
our fathers with crude remedies? 
Have you time to study the action of 
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remedies when you can get specific 
tinctures that are so positive in action 
that appendicitis no longer has hor- 
rors and that put antitoxin and its 
friends to shame? 


Has it ever occurred to you that you © 


have specific tinctures and good tritu- 
rations that actually cure diseases of 
women without going to the point of 
ruining them by extirpation of the 
uterus or taking out their ovaries ? 

To one who has seen doctors go as 
crazy as a White Chapel fiend when a 
woman with ovaries comes in sight, it 
seems as though it is time for us to 
turn back to our materia medica and 
there study that man and woman may 
go through life and down to the grave 
as God designed. You may think me 
sarcastic but I want to say to you that 
the needless and brainless mutilation 
of God’s image to-day is a disgrace to 
our profession, which with its load of 
bacteriology and fake cures for con- 
sumption, cholera and other diseases 
is becoming a stench in the people’s 
nostrilse—a fact admitted by many 
Allopaths and far-seeing Homeopaths, 
Are we to sit supinely by and see our 
materia medica become a thing for- 
gotten, when it is acknowledged by all 
pharmacists that we have been given a 
class of remedies unequalled in the 
world by a man whose name is known 
far and wide. I believe we are about 
to investigate the cure of disease with 
medicine and to have the medication 
right, try specific tinctures, and learn 
that cures of disease are not things of 
the past.

SURGICAL WORK. 


B. H. FOREMAN, M. D., Ione, California. 

Dear Enpiror:—Enclosed, you will 
find a brief report of cases operated 
on by me during the past month at 
the Preston School of Industry, locat- 
ed at this place. 

I, Boy of 14; internal strabismus. 
A tenotomy of internal rectus partially 
overcame the squipt; a second opera- 
tion on the other eye will probably 
correct the defect. There was consid- 
erable hyperopia which was corrected 
by proper lenses. 

Il. Boy of 17. This case was sim- 
ilar to number one except that there 
was more of a paresis of externi. I 
did not care to operate on this case 
and promised nothing. The case was 
benefited but on account of the paresis 
and the amblyopia present, I do not 
expect any permanent advantage to be 
derived from tenotomy. 

III. Colored boy of 18. An adeno- 
ma of neck, probably tubercular, situ- 
ated just under the inferior maxillary, 
anterior to the angle of jaw. The tu- 
mor was the size of an egg. Three 
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vessels required the ligature. Healed 
by first intention. There is also another 
tumor of same nature just back of the 
one removed and is still larger, which 
I expect to remove soon. On account 
of severe vomiting from the chloro- 
form, it was deemed advisable not to 
attempt the removal of both at same 
operation. 

IV. A boy of 18; case ischio-rectal 
abscess. Admitted to hospital Aug. 
20th; complained of fever and some 
pain in region of anus. A physical ex- 
amination revealed no cause for the 
fever, which was thought to be uf a 
malarial origin from the fact that there 
are generally four to ten cases in the 
hospital suffering from intermittent 
or remittent fevers. Within a couple 
of days some redness in region of anus 
appeared and tenderness on pressure 
when the true nature of the trouble 
was suspected. A poultice was applied 
and two days later when [ lanced it 
there were twelve to sixteen ounces of 
pus escaped and of a very offensive 
nature. He was prepared that day by 
physics and antiseptic irrigation of 
bowel and following day, placed on 
operating table and anesthetized. The 
Opening was an inch from anal orifice 
and the finger could be inserted 
through it upward along the bowel 
for three inches. From gas escaping, 
I knew it communicated with the 
bowel and although I did not find the 
opening, I found a place where only 
the mucous membrane separated the 
pus cavity from the bowel, A grooved 
director was inserted and the interven- 
ing muscles and tissues were severed 
upward of two inches into the bowel. 
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The wound was irrigated with peroxide 
and then a bichloride solution and 
packed with iodoform gauze. The case 
has done splendidly and is now almost 
well and able to be about and suffers 
none from inability to retain natural 
contents of bowel. 

V. An Indian boy of about 17; Case 
of traumatic luxation of lens. Admit- 
ted Sept. 1. Examination revealed a 
contused wound of supra-orbital pro- 
cess with no external evidence of in- 
jury to lids of eye. Upon questioning 
the boy, he said another cadet had 
thrown a stone which accidentally hit 
him in the eye. He had but little pain 
but said he could not see much out of 
the eye. This was at night I first saw 
him and on account of light, resolved 


to wait until morning when I found 


the eye looking dull, ecchymosis of 
lids, dilated pupil, not large, but much 
larger then its fellow and immobile to 
light stimulation, considerable blood 
in anterior chamber, an unnatural 
depth to anterior chamber, and the 
lens tilted so that its superior border 
looked through the pupil. 

The eye was irrigated with antisep- 
tic solution and well cocained and the 
lens removed. There has been no 
pain since operation, aud there is con- 
siderable sight but on account of the 
original hemorrhage and rupture of 
the zonula, it will be sometime before 
recovery. There was so much blood 
escaped at first that it had pretty firm- 
ly organized or solified by the time I 
operated and it will probably require 
a good many weeks for this to be re- 
sorbed. 

I had the same kind of a case a few 
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weeks back in private practice and 
after the lens was removed, which was 
two weeks after the accident, when it 
was entirely opaque and with consi- 
quent blindness, all pain subsided and 
good sight was the result. The man 
at present can see a pin on the floor 
with the injured eye. A remarkable 


feature of this case is the accomoda- 


tion power which this eye seems to 
have, 

VI. Case of fracture and dislocation 
of naeal bones. Cocaine anesthesia 
followed by tampons of iodoform gauze 
was all that this case required. 

VII. Tibial ulcer of six weeks stand- 
ing. The boy has Hutchisons teeth 
which indicated the probable cause. 
The ulcer was the size of a quarter. 

Treatment: Rest in bed, antisyphi- 
litic medicines, wushing roughly the 
ulcer with bichloride solution, scarify- 
ing the indurated edges, drying with 
cotton and dusting with iodoform. 
Iodoform gauze and bandage complet- 
ed the dressing. Healed nicely in 
ten days. 


IS THE STING OF THE HONEY BEE 
A CURE FOR RHEUMATISM ?

I find a wide spread opinion or be- 
lief existing among the laity that the 
sting of bees will cure rheumatism. 
But when closely question they are 
unable to tell whether arthritic or 
muscular. 

I ain just recovering from a severe 
attack of muscular rheumatism, locat- 
ed principally in the latissimus dorsi 
muscles. I have been subject to both 


forms, but chiefly muscular all my 
life and expect to be until the last. 

Laymen have prescribed for me to 
get stung by bees more than a dozen 
times, but I had not sufficient faith to 
give me courage to try whether it be 
& remedy.

tend that which follows lesion of the 
brain or that of hysteria? That such 
a remedy will cure the latter I have no 
doubt, but I judge that he meant the 
former. What doctor knows anything 
about these matters? If any, let him 
speak, for him I want to hear. 

I add that the laity. say that one 
must get the bees to sting him. Sure- 
ly if apis were good for rheumatism, 
[ judge that some of us would have 
found it out ere this.

Dear Epiror: 


I have just returned from a journey 
through Southern California, and 
while there came across the factory of 
the yucca goods, articles of both in- 
terest and use to your readers. Think- 
ing you may like to know something in 
detail regarding same will pen a few 
descriptive lines. Los Angeles has the 
only yucca manufacturing company in 
the world and as much of the manu- 
factured article is used by physicians, 
I repared to the factory on an inves- 
tigating tour. Was met at the office 
by the manager, Mr. E. Densmore, 
whose genial face and courteous man- 
ner gave at once a welcome that words 
often fail to express. He lost no time 
in showing me the manufactured goods 
for physicians’ use, among which are 
splint material and splints fashioned to 
fit almost any part of the body ; among 
them were fore-arm splints, ankle, pa- 
tella, radial and palmar aplints, be- 
side the angular and interosseous. 

The great advantage of these splints 
over those usually used is the fact that 


they are extremely light, very strong, — 


porus and opened grained, allowing 
free passage of heat from or air to the 
fractured part, antiseptics can be used 
without removal as it saturates readily 
thus avoiding displacement of fracture. 

The fiber has stiffness longitudinally 
but easily conforms to shape desired 
laterally. 

It can be cut to shape with the 
SCISSOrs as easily as 80 much felt and 


for this purpose can be purchased in 
sheet form. Itisso cheap that new 
splints may be made instead of clean- 
ing and preserving old ones. 

Its light weight is its greatest rec- 
ommendation. 

The R. R. surgeons everywhere are 
using these in preference to any other 
kind and claim to have saved many 
amputations thereby. 

It is prepared in sheets from 1-6 to 
1-16 of an inch in thickness ; the pro- 
cess it passes through is quite a study. 
Great logs are fastened into a machine 
and rotate while a saw cuts the thin 
wifer-like material from 24 to 36 
inches wide and rolls it out the full 
length of the factory like so many 
yards of matting; here it is cut into 
uniform lengths and hung on the 
dryer to season. It is then put into 
the sand-papering machine and pol- 
ished perfectly smooth, then under 
the die and cut to shape. Many of the 
logs are full of blemishes and these 
are sometimes undiscovered until much 
cutting is done, when like the damaged 
marble discarded by the sculntor for a 
flawless piece, these sheets are thrown 
aside and sold to the farmer to wrap 
around the young fruit trees to pro- 
tect them from the ravages of the fes- 
tive rabbit. Artists buy the smoother 
lighter pieces and adorn them with 
pictures of native palms, old missions 
and California flowers. 

Doubtless other uses will be made 
of this wonderful plant when its mer- 
its are al] understood.

Eclectics at the Trans-Mississippi 
and International Exposition.

The Trans-Mississippi and Inter- 
national Exposition will open its gates 
in the metropolis of Nebraska June l, 
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1898, and continue for five months. It 
will for the first time adequately reveal 
the wealth and resources of the West- 
ern world. This Exposition had its 
origin in resolutions adopted by the 
Trans-Mississippi Commercial Congress 
at Omaha, in 1895, representing twen- 
ty-four states and territories. 

The government will erect a large 
building and place therein a govern- 
ment exhibit. The bill carried an ap- 
propriation of $200,000. The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has issued official 
orders covering the regulations under 
which foreign exhibitors may partici- 
pate. By direction of President Mce- 
Kinley the State department has ex- 
tended invitations to the rulers of for- 
eign nations soliciting them to partici- 
pate. 

Nebraska has appropriated $100,000, 
Illinois $45,000, Montana $30,000, and 
Colorado, Utah, Iowa and other west- 
ern states have made appropriations 
and are preparing extensive exhibits. 
In Nebraska and adjoining states there 
is an aggregate population of over 
9,000,000. The managers of the Ex- 
position estimate the total attendance 
will not be far from 2,500,000. 

The next meeting of the Eclectic 
National Medical Association will be 
held at Omaha during the Exposition, 
and measures should be taken to make 
it truly national in size and influence. 
Let us have a grand rally of the clans 
from Maine to California.

Papine. 


Dr. Theo. W. Peers, of Topeka, 
Kans., says: I desire to report two 
cases in which I used Papine with very 
gratifying results. The first case was 
that of a man suffering with a non- 
operable case of epithelioma of the left 


side of the face. He had been oper- 


ated on by a surgeon here, but on 
recurrence of the disease went to a 
“cancer doctor’, who used a_ paste 
which “burnt” out a large amount of 
tissue, and started up a very rapid 
growth of the tumor. 

When he came into my hands, in 
October, 1895, the disease was g0 ex- 
tensive that to make him comfortable 
was all I could hope for. Morphine, 
cocaine and codein were tried, but 
with such distressing after-effects that 
they had to be abandoned: I then 
began using Papine, and two to four 
doses a day of a teaspoonful each kept 
him comfortable, with absolutely no 
unpleasant after-effects and with no 
increase in the amount given per day. 
The rapidity of the growth was de- 
creased so that he lived until June, 
1896, whereas, when { first saw him I 
did not think he could live three 
months. 

The other case was one of probable 
tubercular peritonitis, I used it for six 
months with no after-effects, and 
always with relief to the patient, I 
know no other anodyne that could be 
used for so long a time without un- 
pleasant after-effects and with-out in- 
creassng the dose,—Gaillard’s Medical 
Journal, Sept. 1897.

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What is Alkaloidal [ledication ? 


For several years past we have heard 
considerable of ‘‘alkaloidal medica- 
tion, ‘and one not posted might imagine 
that through this innovation we were 
being treated to something new in the 
medical worid.. To Eclectic physi- 
cians, however, the subject, as set forth 
in the Alkaloidal Clinic, the represen- 
tative journal of the firm furnishing 
the “granules” and accompanying lit- 
erature, reads like an old primer; for 
the whole matter is almost entirely a 
steal from Eclectic sources and Eclectic 
text-books and journals. 

Among the contributors to the Alka- 
loidal Clinic I observe the names of 
Eclectics, who doubtless feel flattered 
by the notice they receive as contrib- 
utors to this form of veneered Eclecti- 
cism. Some of our Eclectics are 
highly honored by the exalted priv- 
ilege they are permitted to enjoy— 
that of having their names published 
in Allopathic periodicals. However, 
they should observe that no credit is 
ever given to Eclecticism, and never 
to themselves if the truth leaks out 
that they are representatives of the 
Eclectic school. 

Alkaloidal medication, though far in 
the rear of specific medication, is still 
in advance of ordinary allopathic med- 


- icine, and even leads slow-coach Eclec- 


tics. The latter we would advise to 
stick to it, if they cannot be repre- 
sentative men of their own persuasion 
and walk somewhere near the front 
rank. Some love to be led, and they 
love to be led with a popular string. 
A careful study of “Dynamical Thera- 


peutics” will convince any competent 
observer that little is taught in alka- 
loidal medication that was pot there 


set forth years ago, and taught fora 


much longer period in the California 
Medical College. 

The alkaloids, as remedial agents— 
pharmaceutical products—were long 
ago discarded for more reliable pre- 
parations by our school, though some 
of them are certainly good. Alkaloidal 
medication is a relict of old Eclecticism, 
slightly revamped. As many are better 
satisfied with remedies which are 
modeled by the manufacturing phar- 
macist, the granules of the alkaloidal 
company doubtless possess a charm in 
themselves which are attractive. Phar- 
macists have done that which forty 
years of convincing argument in the 
shape of successful cures by Eclectics 
failed to do, viz., made some of our 
leading remedies popular with Allo- 
pathic physicians. The aletris cordial, 
cactina pellets, viburnum compound, 
etc., are examples, Chionia is another, 
and here we recognize Prof. Goss’ 
chionanthus, an old remedy with Ec- 
lectic physiciens, but a new-day 
acquisition to disciples of alkaloidal 
medication. 

Homeopathy also furnishes part of 
the thunder for this new advocate of 
dosimetry, for we find gilonoin fre- 
quently mentioned among the favorite 
remedies, and the third decimal atten- 
uations are supplemented by the one- 
two hundred and fiftieth grain gran- 
ules of arseniate of strychnia and 
other potent drugs. Macrotin is one 
of our old acquaintances which the 
alkaloidal people number among their 
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acquisitions. Arseniate of quinia 3x 
has been a favorite remedy of mine 
for twenty-five years, and more, but it 
is not so old to some, evidently. All 
in all, while I can commend much of 
the teaching of alkaloidal medication, 
the term is a synonym for a grand 
steal from new school medicine, and is 
not new except to disciples of medical 
fossilism. 

That the allopathic school is waking 
from ita blissful dream of therapeutic 
perfection and self-competency and 
looking toward the new schools for 
inspiration is evidenced by the fact 
that such progressive men as Aulde, 
Waugh, Taylor, Abbott and others are 
not only recognizing the merit of new 
school drugs but also adopting new 
school drugs and methods in practice. 
This is commendable, and we are glad 
to observe such enterprise and liber- 
ality in a class which has opposed 
therapeutic progress so long by sneer- 
ing at our methods. Some of these 
men are even so liberal as to award 
some credit to us for what we have 
done, and this is an immense con- 
cession from such quarters, judging 
from the past. I predict that the day 
will come when Eclectics will have an 
honored place in the history of the 
medicine of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries. Doubtless, alka- 
loidal medication will then get its just 
dues, and the Eclectics will reap the 
reward for their many years of faith- 
ful labor in the cause of a rational 
therapeutics. . 

But the end has not come. Kelectic 
therapeutics are yet far from perfec- 
tion, And, if we are to furnish the 
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cue for the progress of the medical 
world, we must still be up and moving. 
It will not be enough to tell what we 
have done but we must still keep the 
ball rolling. Unfortunately, too many 
Eclectica are turning their attention 
to surgery, to the neglect of thera- 
peutics. Yet the therapeutist labors 
in @ much more exalted field. He 
strives to avert mutilation by arresting 
pathological processes in their incip- 
jency and thus avoiding the need of 
the mutilating knife. Much mutila- 
tion is done in the name of surgery 
and science which might be averted, 
did surgeons but apply themselves 
more to a conscientious study of ther- 


apeutics and less to the scalpel. u.1.w.

Dr. A. F. Beddoe, physician to the 
Buckner Orphan,s ome near Dallas, 
Texas, recently read a paper with the 
above title before the Dallas Medical 
and Surgical Association, in which he 
reports eight cases most of them burns 
of the third degree, successfully treat- 
ed with Unguentine; no other dressing 
was used, and in all cases the healing 
was rapid, and in some no scar, while 
in others the scar was less than one- 
half the size that would be expected.
